ALBANY, July 31.—Senator Loomis's 
bill legislating out of- office the Judges 
of the Court of Claims and restoring’ the 
old Board. of Claims, was one of sixteen 
bills which the Governor signed on Satur- 
day and allowed to lie over until to-day. 
The Board of Claima is~to consist of 
three Commissioners: at salaries of $6,000 
each and $1,600 for expenses. The Judges 
of the Court of Claims are three in num- 
ber .with salaries of $8,000 each, They 
are Theodore Swift of Potsdam, Adolph 
K, Rodenbeck of Rochester, and Charles 
H. Murray of New York. 

These Judges have sixty days to wind 
up the affairs of the court. The new 
Commissioners to be named by the Gov- 
ernor have the appointment of a clerk 
at $3,000, a deputy at $2,500, and a stenog- 
rapher at $2,500. 

The Judges of the court do not in- 
tend to give up their office without a 
struggle.

DISSOLUTION, AND AFTER. 

The 6,000 owners.of shares of. stock 
in the Standard on Company of New 
Jersey must surrender their certifi- 
cates, and the company will then cause 
to be digtributed to them, ratably, the 
shares of stock of thirty-five subsidiary 
corporations which it owns directly or 
through its ownership of the National 
Transit Company. The Standard Oil 
Company will’then be dissolved. This 
exchange of securities is made in obe- 
dience to the decree of the Supreme 


Court, handed down in May, ordering 
the dissolution of the Standard Oil 
‘}Company as a conspiracy in restraint 
of trade and a monopoly in violation of 
the terms of the Sherman act. 

Nobody cares for these shareholders, 
of course. Some of them who own only 
one or two: shares of the Standard Oil 
stock will reeeive fractional certifi- 
cates of the subsidiary companies. This 
will be inconvenient, but it is neces- 
sary. Theoretically, the thirty-five 
companies, freed from the control of 
the Trust, wil! become independent and 
competing. If there is any virtue in 
the theories that have led to this dis- 
solution, the companies will actually 
compete. Undoubtedly in competition 
their expenses will be greater than in 
‘©0-operation. It is not reasonable to 
e6xpect that the thirty-five companies 
acting independently can reduce oper- 
ating cost. The returns to the stock- 
holders will, quite likely, be less than 
the dividends they have enjoyed tupon 
their Standard Oil stock. But~as we 
have said, nobody cares about that. 

There is a possibility that competition 
will increase costs, as we have said, 
It may also lead to fluctuations in the 
price of ofl to the consumer, consider- 
able fluctuations, so that on the whole 
the price will be higher. We think it 
may be -reasonably expected that, if 
competition becomes a fact, the price 
will be higher. Perhaps the only way 
to keep it down will be for these thirty- 
five companies by some device or other 
to carry on their business in the com- 
mon interest, with a common under- 
standing. Then Mr. WickenrsHam will 
get after them again, the court will in- 
Yer conspiracy from the facts, there 
will be. new prosecutions, and further 
punishment will be meted out. But if 
in good faith the companies obey the 
decree of the court, the* consumers of 
illuminating oil will probably have to 
pay more for it than they have paid 
in the past. 

The test of a theory is in its appli- 
cation, that is the test of a law, too. 
There is general rejoicing, of course, 
over the destruction of this great Trust. 
But if oll: ®oees up there will be grum- 
bling all over the land. When the con- 
sumer lifts his voice to inquire why oll 
has gone up, only one answer will be 
possible. He will have to be told that 
the anti-trust law did it.

Dix in his memoran- 
dum filed with the appropriation bill 
estimates that the direct tax to be lev- 
fed Will provide $6,000,000 of addition- 
al revenue for the year ending Sept. 
30, 1912. This will meet the interest 
and sinking fund requirement of 
$4,460,000 for. the coming fiscal year, 
and will leave the balance for other 
purposes of a little over a million and 
a half. 

It is well that Gov. Drx has freely 
used his veto power upon the supply 
bill and the appropriation bills. From 
the supply bill he struck out items 
which amount, in the aggregate, to 
$721,177; from the appropriation bill 
he has struck out $25,800; while, in the 
special appropriation bills he has dis- 
approved items amounting to $4,772,- 
158, making a total reduction tn these 
bills of $5,519,128. From this total 
saving, howevér, it appears that the 
$1,842,000 for the State Education 
Building should be deducted, since that 
appropriation appears in another bill. 
Gov. Dix has acted with wisdom and 
firmness in his searching revision of 
the generous impulses of the. Legislat- 
ure. He gives good reasons for veto- 
ing the items struck out. It was a 
work of necessity, if deficits are to be 
avoided. We suppose, however, his 
political opponents. will give him little 
credit for applying this timely check to 
the extravagant tendency that grew up 
during the long-period when the Re- 
publicans were in power. It is pretty 
certain, however, that they will! not al- 
low the Republican masses up the 
State to forget that the direct «tax 
which they removed has been reim- 
posed by Gov. Drx. The policy they 
adopted of seeking all State revenues 
from indirect taxation was a direct in- 
centive to waste and extravagance. 
Their voting strength being mainly in 
the interior counties, they considered 
it a good political policy to make New 
York City pay the cost of State ad- 
ministration. The reimposition ‘of a 
direct tax {s not only a necessity, it is 
@ sounder and better policy than that 
of the Republicans.

These provisions would prevent waste, 
they would help honest importers, they 
would help restore the damaged reputa- 
tion of medicines. They would simplify 
the work of inspecting drugs, which is 
at present inadequately supported. They 
are provisions recommended by an ex- 
pert. Bxperts should have complete 
charge of the administration of the 
Federal Drugs act. If this principle 
were observed, there would be less fric- 
tion. with commercial. interests and 
doctors might prescribe purer meédi- 
cines.

That Patroimen Are Not Dutiful. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Tue Tryes and other papers have of late 
published numerous complaints of laxity of po- 
lice service, and my own observation convinces 
me that these+charges are well founded. In 
my travels about town lately I have given 
considerable attention to this matter, and I 
can testify that of the score of ‘*‘ patrolmen ”’ 
I ran across during the last three weeks all 
of them, with three noteworthy exceptions, 
were engaged, at the time I met them, in con- 
versation With men*or women, and apparently 
entirely oblivious of their patrol]. duties. 

I have. daily dealings -with many storekeepers 

in different sections of the city, and I hear 
general complaint of lack of police protection | 
against gatherings of, undesirable parsons in 
the vicinage of places. of business. Many of 
the patrol posts in the districts I-visit do. not, 
I understarid, comprise more than five or six 
blocks, and could be leisurely covered fully 
twenty tumes within the regulation eight-hour 
patrol tour; but it is alleged that policemen 
are not sten more thah tpree or four times 
during the tours from 7 A, M. to 3 P.M. and 
& P.M, to il P. M. 
‘Zs it not the duty of Captains, Lieutenants, 
or Sergeants to see that the posts in their re- 
spective precincts are properly patrolled? And 
is it not the business of the Commissioner and 
his Deputies to see that this duty is faith-' 
fully performed?

Former Head of Brooklyn Dry Goods 
House Was In Stuttgart, Germany. 
Frederick Loeser, founder and former 

head of the firm of Frederick Loeser & 

Co. of Brooklyn; whose death ‘was re- 

ported yesterday. in Stuttgart, Germany,
